theatre,  The  Crucible  explores  important  questions  about  maintaining  your 

peisonal  integrity  when  confronted  with  a  system  which  seems  bent  on 
loicing  you  to  make  immoral  choices. 

oath  of  Tnhn  P  ^  ‘he  Salem  witch  trials,  the  play  follows  the 

path  of  Joto  Proctor  and  the  citizens  of  Salem  who  must  face  naming  their 
fr-iends  and  neighbors  as  witches  in  order  to  save  themselves  from  the 
gallows.  When  Arthur  Miller  was  writing  this  play,  the  country  was  in  the 
middle  of  another  witch  hunt;  the  1950’s  communist  witchhunt  of  Senator 
Joe  McCarthy  and  the  House  Committee  on  UnAmerican  Activities.  Miller 
a  seen  many  of  his  friends  and  colleagues  called  before  HUAC  and  asked 
to  name  their  friends  as  communist  sympathizers.  He  had  seen  many  of  the 
best  writers  and  artists  of  his  generation  sent  to  prison  and  blacklisted  rather

He  does  this  through 
characters  who  are  human,  with  human  weaknesses  and  human  greatness 
While  he  was  writing  about  the  1950’s,  this  play  also  speaks  to  questions  in 
the  year  2004.  It  reminds  us  how  easy  it  is  for  a  concerned  and  worried 
population  to  surrender  freedom  in  the  face  of  an  evil  threat  It  asks  us  to 
question  our  own  actions  and  to  realize  how  difficult  it  is  to  maintain  your
